Receatly a new divine has appeared on the religous 
horizon—Guru Maharaj Ji, 2 young man emanating 
from India, a land nddied with superstiDon He has 
hkewise emabfished hie brand of the religxais Dusimess 
in the guilible and profittavie U.S.A. He gets as near 
to claiming be is God as it lg humanity poss:bse, and 
what he does not or dares not claun for himself, his 
followers du the necessary for him 

Most of these revival groups die with their Icader, 
although che Quakers (Society of Friends): the 
Shakers, 30 called oecause uf their ccetati: and 
emotional shaking: the Adventists: the Christadelphiang;, 
the Plymouth Brethren; and the Mormons (Latter-day 
Saints), are like Tennyson's “Bouk™ — they seem to 
go on ‘or ever. 

The Mcrmons were a product of the aighnnares 
of 3 fifteen year ald soy Joseph Sruth, who chimed 
that God in a vision told him ihat all existing Curia- 
tian churches were fraudul:nt, and that he was chosen 
to found the only true church He was instructed 
(s0 he said) to unearth # set of golden plates and 
translate them. This he did and it became the “Book 
of the Mormons’ and is acvepted as Roly sacnp>ture 
in addition to the Bible. It tella bow a group of 
Hebrews migrated fram Jerusalem to America in 600 
BC, end how Jesus Christ later appeared there — 
centurtes before Columbus. The gilden plates have 
long sioce conveniently disappeared, but a thriving 
business has been pullt up in the U.S. around this 


myth. 


The economics of 
Christianity 


(CHRISTIANS WAS adpted as the official religion 

of the Romeo Empire bv Conxstanune the Great 
at the Counc!) af Nees .n 125 AD. Constantine was 
reported (D> Nave huifed ais aon aad strangled his wife, 
but he accepted Christianity deca ise he thought 3t was 
the jatat gmitshe religean for the slaves apon which 
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che Roren Empire was swilt At that time, many slaves 
were revolting end mnecdid curting if Rome was to 
survive. Coristiaty offered just that poas:bility 

Under alavery it wag the obligation of the slave ow- 
ner to feed bw slave Hundreds of slaves had already 
been freed as Rome had too many Once freed the 
former slave had to live, bul free men could not com- 
pete with slave labcur, consequently these free men 
had no allernative but to fight against the Roman order. 

During thia period Rome was being assailed try the 
Goths. Ostrugoths and fiuns, as well as the soldiers 
from former empires which Rome had overrun. Rame 
was indeed in serous croudle and this influenced Con- 
stantine in his chuice of a religion ta hold the slaves 
down and the empire together 

Chnstianity presented itself as a “hotch-potch" of 
religion or a “cemetery of deed religions.” for as the 
slaves were brought to Rome from many different coun- 
tries, they hrought sorh them ther religous ideas.’ 

Prof Seeley wrote “The age was religious because 
i!) was an age Of servitude and the Christian ceachings 
of blessed are the meak, th humole, and the merciful. 
fitted very well into the needs of society at the time 
Christianity produced a cumplete change in the atti- 
tude of the people to the Emperor, It madc their loyalty 
more ntvnse~ (Lectures and Essays). 

The New Testament admirably says, “Let every soul 
be sulject unto the higher powers that are ordained 
by God. Whosoever therefore resisteth the power, re- 
sisteth the ordinance of God: and they that resist shal! 
receive 10 them damnatian.” (Roman 13.1). This is 
confirmation of the Chnst:an acceptance of the old 
dictum, “Staves obey your masters!” 

The Roman Empire was aireadvy crumbling when 
Christianity was ushered in. and some spiritual opium 
was needed to quieter. the slaves against revolt. Were 
it not for Constastine—and of course the need to pacify 
the slaves under the Roman yoke, Christianity might 
have disappeared. as did so many other religions. The 
promuse of Christ ‘Venly I say unto you, this genera- 
Con shali not pass away before these things be fulfilled” 
(Matt. 2434) hed noc beer achieved. The time limit 
(this generation). had expired, and the peuple knew 
that Christ was not the true Messiah for which they 
had been waiting 

In the Middle Ages, since the church owned most of 
the land, they nad a considerable amount of rea! eco- 
nomic control] in their hands, for he who controlled 
the land, controtled most of what was on it. 

in more recent timrs we have the power of the Catho- 
lic political parties in pre- and post-Nazi Germany, 
while Italy, France. Spain, Austria, Eire, Cenural and 
South America have remained Catholic stronghclds. The 
controlling of education by the church is exemplified 
in the Jesuits who proclaimed “Give us the child for 
the first five years of its life—you can do what you 
like after,” which shews their knowledge of the power 
of religious Inducirination 

The many Catholic aewspapers, magazines and pub- 
lishing houses throughout the world ensures and strerg- 
thens the influence of che Catholic church Even the 
Watchtow.r magazine of the Jehovah W)!ness organ: 
sation haa a 6.000.090 circulation in 25 different lan 
guages. 

When capitalism was developing. missionaries played 
an important per! in paving the way for the trade tnat 
was to folluw. The African natives, some of whom were
